A report showing the extent of 
the coal mining operations in 
Kentucky as compared with pre- 
vious years has been prepared 
for the Courier- Journal by Mr. Q. 
W. Stone, of Lexington, State in- 
spector of Mines. 

The report shows a large in- 
crease in the amonnt of joal pro- 
duced in 1900 over other years, 
and in full is as follows :

through your columns that tho coal 
production of the State for 1900 is by 
far the greatest in its history. How- 
over, enough reports havo been re- 
ceived to indicate a cortainty of over 
five million tons. A comparison of 
the tonnage of each year since 1891 
will show its rapid increase in more 
rocert years and give a better idea 
of its vast importance to every trade 
interest in the commonwealth, as 
well as to tho individual homes of 
the people. And it should bo re- 
membered that the present output is 
not the limit of the full capacity of 
the mines now in operation, as their 
extent and equipments will Justify a 
still greater output In the yean 
eome, if favorable trade oonditions 
■hall continue ; besides the possibil- 
ities of our great coal fields, lying all 
along our eastern and 
borders, and in what is known as our 
western field, are immense and al- 
most Incredible, as the number of 
productive mines and facilities for 
fast mining can be greatly multi- 
plied, and the developments of this 
great Kentucky mineral and sourco 
of wealth will no doubt bo phenom- 
enal in tho near future. However, 
much depends npon markets and 
transportation and harmony betweer 
the capital and labor employed.

Advance reports from various 
mines in different sections of the 
State indicate that the present year 
will bo even more prosperous than 
last year. Especially is this infera- 
ble from the reports received from 
Hopkins county fer the month of 
January just closed, where the enor- 
mous production of 188,867 tons was 
reached. This is the largest tonnage 
in its history. A comparison of .'his 
county, for tho three months now 
named, shows the following pro- 
duction: 

January, 1900 127,294 

October, 1900 138,078 

January, 1901 188,867 

This county is specially noted for 
its splendidly equipped mines; for 
the harmony between the operators 
and tho employes, which has made 
steady work ; also for the largest pro- 
ducing company in the State— the 
St. Bernard Coal Company, at Earl- 
iugton; tho outputof itsseven mines 
in 1900 being 872,182 tons, which is 
increase of 94,892 tons over its 1899 
output. This county is also specially 
noted for the largest producing mine 
in the State, the Reinecke Coal Com- 
pany, which made tho following pro- 
duction for the two years past:

This mine is a marvel in its equip- 
ments and production, and its fur- 
ture prospects. It is a shaft 300 feet 
deep. Its main entry extends from 
the bottom of the shaft a mile or 
moie eastward, and there are num- 
erous cross entries reachingoul right 
and left lt> a irreat distance. These 

working rooms where tho coal U 
produced, and on these entries i- 
constructed an underground haul- 
way, which la durability will com- 
pare favorably with many of the 
raihoads of tho State, the sovoral 
entries making a total of about four 
and one-half miles of 40 pound steel 
rail track, laid on hewn white-oak 
ties, and over which is run a 12-ton 
electric motor having a capacity of 
1,000 tons daily. This motor reach- 
es out to all parts of the mine, and 
brings in great loads of its black, 
rich freight to the bottom of 
shaft, where it is quickly hoisted to 
the surface and dumped into the 
railroad cars and transported to vari- 
ous markets in the country. 

To give a more vivid Idea of the 
vastness of this mine, I note that its 
main entry, much of the way, is so 
' and -high as to admit of the 
driving of eight horses abreast by a 
high-seated coachman.

CIVIL WAR RELIC 



Piece oi Bacon Dug From Well Where 
It Was Buried For Thirty- 



Bowling Green, Ky., Feb.— 
Warren T. Doherty, who resides 
here, brought to the city today 
a sure enough relic of the civil 
war. It is in the shape of a piece 
of well preserved bacon which 
has a history. On June 16, 1802, 
the Confederate army under 
Qen. Smith encamped at Cum- 
berland Gap was forced t© re- 
treat. Tho Confederates were 
unable to carry all their army 
stores witb them, and to prevent 
the Federals capturing their sup- 
plies and ammunition dumped 
everything into a dry well. Sev- 
eral thousand pounds of bacon, 



7,000 pounds of bullets and cart- 
ridges and many muskets were 
thrown into the abandoned w 
The incident was forgotten until 
1890, when some Virginians who 
visited Cumberland Gap thought 
of the old well. They had an ex 
cavation made and found the 
guns, Cartridges and bacon, tho 
last named being at the bottom. 
The meat looked as well as the 
day it was thrown in the well, 
bnt it is rancid from old age und 
unlit to eat. The bacon aud 
other things wore distributed as 
souvenirs, and the specimen 
brought to town today was a 
pieco of that dug from the old 
well after having been buried 
thirty-four years.

sau Hopes to be Able to Sig- 
nal Ships £03 Miles or More at Sea. 

New York, Feb. 8. — A ipOdftJ 
special from Washington says: 

A now system of wireless 
telegraphy has been developed 
by the Weather Bureau. 

"It is a success," said Willis 
L. Moore, Chief of the Bureau. 
"We have been experimenting 
for a year at Cobb's Island, in 
the Potomac river, seventy miles 
below Washington. 

"We have completed an ap- 
paratus that we expect will en- 
able us to signal ships 500 miles 
or more out at sea. We shall 
soon send out ships equipped 
with receiving instruments. We 
have just completed a station at 
Roanoke, N. C, and will soon 
have stations at Hatter.n« and 
Cape Henry. 

"We have succeeded in tele- 
graphing perfectly with our wire- 
less system for sixty miles over 
a rough country around Washi- 
ngton."

The Chemistry of Soil.

but little. On this basis it is es- 
timated that the United States 
will be able eventually to main- 
tain 500,000,000 people— more 
then one-third of the present 
population of the world. It is 
merely a question of supplying 
the requisite quantities of nitro- 
gen t phosphoric acid and potash. 
The last two aro readily obtaina- 
ble at small expense, whereas the 
first may be supplied either by 
furnishing to the eoil condensed 
nitrogen in the shape of slaughter 
waste of nitrate of soda or by 
planting clover, beans or poas, 
which have an affinity for nitro- 
gen is the most important plant 
food, and, inasmuch, as this ele- 
ment composes four-fifths of the 
atmosphere, the question is 
merely to absorb it into the <oil. 
U has also come to be understood 
that only 2 per cent, of the mate- 
rial of plants is derived from the 
soil, the remaining 08 per cent, 
being drawn from the air aud 
from water.
